that bee called to Piniſtery in the Church as all others, that they doe fozbeare to peach, 
oꝛ teach, oꝛ to giue audience to ante manner of dxctrine o2pzeaching other then theGoſpells 
and Epiſtels commonly called the Goſpell and Epiſtel of the day, and to the Ten Comman- 
dements in the vulgar tongue, without expoſition 62 addition of any manner ſence oꝛ mea- 
ning to be applyed oꝛ added, oꝛ to ble anyother manner of Publique pꝛaper, Rite, o:zCeremo- 
nie in the Church but that which is alreadie vſed and by lawe receined,oz the common Teta⸗ 
ny bled at this pꝛeſent in her Pateſties owne Chappell , and the Lozdes pꝛaper and the 
Creed in Engliſh vntill Conſultation may be had by Parliament, by her Pateſtie and her 
thꝛee eſtates ofthis Nealme foꝛ the better conciliation and accozd of ſuch cauſes as at this 
p2eſent are mooned in matters and Ceremonies ok Religion, 

THE true aduauntement whereofto the due honour of almightie God, the increaſe of 
vertue and godlineſſe with vntuerſall charitie and contoꝛd amonges her people, her Ma⸗ 


teſtte moſt deſireth, and meaneth effectually by all mannerof meanes poſſible to pꝛoture, and 


to reſtoꝛe to this her Realme, oh E RE UH TO as her Maieſtie inſtantly requireth 
all her good faithfull and louing Subiects to bee aſſenting and apding with due obedience, 
So, pk any ſhall dilobediently vſe themlelues to the bzeach hereof, her Male ſtie both muſt 
and will ſee the ſame duely puniſhed both foꝛ the qualitie of thoffente, and fo2 example to 
all others neglecting her Pateſties ſo reaſonable Commandement.
